THE JEWS AND PALESTINE. 

A demonstration ofZionists was 
recently held in London to pass a 
vote of thanks to the British 
Government for promising to 
hand over Palestine to the Jews 
as soon as the Turk had been ex- 
pelled from that country. It 
was very clear that an over- 
whelming portion of London’s 
Jewry isin favor of a proposed 


autonomous Palestine asa na- 
tional home for the Jewish 


people. From the moment when 
Lord Rothschild opened the pro- 
ceedings tiil the final note of the 
‘“‘Hatikvah ’? or Song of Hope, 
the national anthem of new 
Judea,died away, the feeling was 
one of rising enthusiasm. Mr. 
Samuel, M. P., roused the meet- 
ing to a pitch of great excitement, 
whe repeating in Hebrew the 
traditional prayer ‘‘Next Year in 
Jerusalem,’’ he maintained that, 
consequent upon th» promise of 
theBritish Governme nt,the words 
have now a new and altogether 
hopeful significance. —“‘TheUhris- 
tian.” 


Do not we who are looking for 
the coming of our Lord, aud the 
‘‘New Jerusalem,’’feel a thrill go 
through us as we read of the dry 
bones coming together (Ezek.

WHAT IT MEANS—THE BRITISH IN 
JERUSALEM 

With the British forces now in 
Jerusalem, people are asking 
what can be the meaning of it.

‘*What will it mean to the world 
and the church if Turkish rule 
is ended in Palestine?” The 
replies received were not satisfy- 
ing to us, they further shewed 
that the Jews would return in 
unbelief and that the Christian 
leaders of to day have utterly 
failed to grasp the import of 
what is likely to be one of the 
most significant and far reaching 
event of this momentous period.

come into the hands of the allies 
the result would be that there 
would be a sanitary crusade, 
better drinking water and better 
Government! However 


York and the United States is the 
New Jerusalem of the forward 
Jew.”? A prominent Baptist 
preacher of New York says, 
**The conquest of Palestine by 
Britain isa romantic event and 
may lead to historic results.” 
The rector of Trinity Ohurch, 
New York, is pleased that the 
land associated with the life of 
Christ should be rescued for 
Ohbristians. The bishop of the 
diocese of New York Episcopal 
Ohurch thinks that the result 
will make India and Egypt safe 
for Great Britain. The editor of 
the ’’American Hebrew,’’ how- 
ever says that the dream of Is- 
rael since the dispersion is near 
realization. Another Jewish 
leader says: “This third fall of 
Jerusalem instead of spelling 
tragedy to the Jewish people 
will mean the realization of 
the great Hope.” President 
Wilson’s pastor says: ‘The fall 
of Jerusalem will prove an event 
of immense importance and al- 
so a distinct benefit for civiliza- 
tion.” 

These extracts from prominent 
men show clear y that they have 
missed the full spiritual meaning 
connected with the fall of Jeru- 
salem, especially as Britain has 
officially promised to hand over 
Palestine to the Jews. Few, 
very few,seem to understand the 
Divine purposes hidden behind 
the wresting of Jerusalem from 
the Turk and the giving of it to 
the Jews.
